EGYPT. 

Plague disappearing. 

Cairo, Egypt, August 29, 1900. 
Sir: Referring to dispatch No. 41, of May 23 last, from this office, 
I now transmit, under separate cover, 2 copies of a "Report on plague 
in Egypt from May, 1899, to July, 1900," by Pinching Bey, director- 
general of the sanitary department of the Egyptian Government. In 
this connection I have to state that from A.pril 27 of the present year 
until yesterday, the 28th instant, only 119 cases of plague have been 
reported in Egypt. Of this number, 54 have proved fatal and there
